Report 
To The Nation One Year Later 
Less Smoking, Health Unit Not Satisfied 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Sur­ 
geon General Luther L. Terry, 
called today for a new national 
effort to “convince people of 
the danger of cigarette smok­ 
ing.” 


Terry made the 
appeal 
on 
the first anniversary of his ad­ 
visory 
com m ittee’s 
much-pub­ 
licized 
findings 
that cigarette 
smoking could cause lung can­ 
cer and other diseases. 


The public health official said 
the proportion of adult Ameri­ 
cans who smoke cigarettes had 
declined only slightly since last 
year’s report. But he said mil­ 
lions more could be persuaded 
to quit. 


Millions of cigarette .smokers 
“ have become uneasy about the 
relationship of cigarettes to ill­ 
ness,” Terry told members of 
the 
National 
Inter-Agency 


C o u n c i l on 
Smoking 
a n d 


Health. 


Today’s session was convened 
as “ a report to the nation on 
.smoking and health—one year 
later.” 


Smokers Decrease 


Terry said surveys show that 
the number of adult m ales who 
smoke cigarettes has dropped 
from 59 
per cent 
to 
52 
per 
cent since the report was is­ 
sued. Nearly one of every four 
adult men is an ex-smoker, he 
noted. 


But 
Terry 
said 
the 
Public 
Health 
Service 
was 
“by 
no 
means satisfied” with the prog­ 
ress that has been made. 


He said a large percentage of 
the public 
believes 
something 
should be done to educate peo­ 
ple on the health hazards of 


smoking, 
particularly 
by 
re­ 
quiring 
that 
cigarette 
labels 


carry warnings and statements 
on tar and nicotine content. 


Sen. Maurine Neuberger, D- 
Ore., a vigorous opponent of 
smoking, told the meeting that 
Congress 
should 
enact strong 
legislation requring such warn­ 
ings and appropriate funds to 
finance a national educational 
program on smoking. 


Mrs. Neuberger, whose ciga­ 
rette labeling bill never got out 
of committee in the last Con­ 
gress, said public apathy had 
permitted 
tobacco

con­ 
gressm en to thwart her effort 
and others.

early yesterday morning. “But 
it takes 24 to 48 hours for the 
water already in the system to 
leave the system. That’s why 
some people may still be getting 
the same taste today,” he stat­ 
ed. 
Feldman assured the m o r e 
than 65,000 persons serviced by 
the authority that “ at no time 
was the water unsafe or a 
danger to health.” 
Bad Tasting 
He said the condition was 
discovered Saturday night after 
the treatm ent plant had been 
shut down. Ed Boyle, chief of 
the water plant, got a taste of 
the water at home and began 
working on clearing up the situa­ 
tion. 
“It was pretty bad tasting,” 
Feldman admitted, “but there’s 
absolutely no danger."
